Some road shut- 
downs have been 
announced, but 
some roads will close 
intermittently for 
motorcades, so it’s 
best to take the train 
instead of the bus this 
weekend. 

Going Public recommends avoiding travel- 
ing downtown if possible, but if you must go, 
here are some tips for your trips. 

Stay on track 

The CTA has posted scheduled reroutes for 
20 bus lines, mostly those that travel along 
the lakefront, at transitchicago.com/nato. 

For unscheduled reroutes, tune into the 
CTA’s Twitter feed, @cta. 

Bus Tracker and trip planners only provide 
information for scheduled routes, not 
reroutes. For questions about reroutes and 
service, the CTA said it is extending its cus- 
tomer service call center hours. Riders can 
call 1 - 888 - 968-7282 between 8 a.m. and 
6 p.m. on Saturday and Sunday 

Keep in the Loop 

The CTA has been performing intermittent 
track maintenance in the Loop during week- 
ends this past month. There will be no Loop 
track work this weekend, the CTA said. 

Meet the Metre riders 

Metra riders will see station closures and 
enhanced security measures along the Elec- 
tric District Line, which travels between the 
South Side and downtown. Metra recom- 



mends riders take the No. 3 King Drive bus 
as an alternative, but there already are three 
summit reroutes posted on the CTA website 
for the No. 3 route. 

Metra riders should consider taking the 
Red Line. 

Transportation Cub 

The Cubs play the Sox at Wrigley Field 
on Friday, Saturday and Sunday. Red Line 
trains— typically packed for Cubs games— 
are generally even more crammed for Cubs- 
Sox games. Add additional traffic related to 
the NATO summit, and some riders will be 
putting the “cross” in Crosstown Classic. 

Try to be patient waiting for Red Line 
trains or try to avoid it altogether. If the 
weather is nice, take the Brown Line to 
Belmont and walk to the field. In some cases, 
driving maybe easier. For S6, fans can park 
their cars at a DeVry University parking lot, 
off Addison Street and Western Avenue, and 
take a shuttle to Wrigley

This Pink Line stop in Cicero has electronic signs, benches and a wide platform. There's some 
graffiti and garbage along the tracks but it’s pretty clean compared with other CTA stations.

Chicagoans generally approve of Mayor 
limantiers job performance but are taking a 
wait-and-see attitude on whether he^s making 
the city a better place to live, a new Inbune/ 
WGN-1"V poll shows. 

Voters also arc sharply split on the question 
of whether Emanuel has ushered in a new era 
of reform as he promised during his extensive 
campaign for mayor 

Emanuers inauguration a year ago Wednes- 
day marked a notable period of transition for 
the Chicago area after the 22-year reign of 
Richard M. Daley llie new mayor promised 
a transformation, and a slight majority of city 
voters like the job Emanuel has done so (ar. 

llie poll found 52 percent of Chicago vot- 
ers saying they approved of Emanuers job 
performance, compared with 29 percent who 
disapproved and an additional 20 percent 
who had no opinion, llie survey of 700 Chi- 
cago voters was conducted May 2-10 and has 
an error margin of 3.7 percentage points— 
more for subgroups. 

Whites, wealthier voters and men gave 
Emanuel the highest marks. 

More than 6 out of 10 white voters approve 
of the mayor ^s job performance, compared 
with only i in 5 who disapprove. 

African-American voters were more di- 


vided. Less than half — 44 perce nt— said 
Emanuel deserved good marks for job per- 
formance while 33 percent said he did not. 
Among Latino voters, 49 percent approved of 
Emanuers actions as mayor while 30 percent 
disapproved. 

llie poll also found a gap for Emanuel 
among income levels. About half of voters 
earning $100,000 or less had a favorable view 
of his job skills, compared with 62 percent 
of those earning more than S 100 ,000. And 
only 20 percent of wealthier voters surveyed 


disapprove of the wealthy mayor^s job perfor- 
mance. 

EmanueFs reputation as a hard-charging 
and less-than-humble political operative also 
may have created a slight gender issue. While 
36 percent of men approve of the job he has 
done, only 48 percent of women have the 
same opinion. About the same percentage of 
men and women— just under 30 percent— 
disapprove of his actions as mayor. 

Politicians strive for a job-approval rat- 
ing of greater than 50 percent as a show of 


potential political strength at election time. 
Daley routinely had job-approval scores ol 
greater than 60 percent until voters began 
to grow tired and dissatisfied during the last 
decade. By July 2010, only 37 percent of vot- 
ers approved of the job Daley was doing while 
47 percent disapproved. 

While Emanuel doesn’t face an election un- 
til 2015, his decisions the next couple of years 
on items ranging from challenges in Chicago 
Public Schools to taxes and the city’s econo- 
my will help determine his political viability.

Victim of flesh-eating 
bacteria is optimistic 


AUGUSTA, Ga. A 24-year-old woman in 
a hospital bed fighting off flesh-eating 
bacteria has to be told repeatedly— each time 
she wakes up— what has happened, her parents 
told CNN on Monday 

The medication Aimee Copeland is given 
leads her to forget each time she falls asleep. 

“It’s scary to her,” said her mother, Donna 
Copeland. She asks where she is and “doesn’t 
understand.” 

Yet Aimee Copeland— who has lost a leg and 
part of her abdomen to the virulent bacteria 
and may lose more, including her fingers— is 
keeping her spirits strong, her father said. 

“We reaUy don’t see the suffering side of it. 
We see the miraculous survival,” Andy Cope- 
land said. “I think that’s the story that’s inspired 
us, that’s the story that’s inspired, I think, the 
nation at this point.” 

On Facebook, he wrote that doctors have 


used words like “astonishing,” “confounding” 
and “mind-boggling” to describe the young 
woman’s recovery 

The master’s student in psychology at the 
University ofWest Georgia was out with friends 
May I near the Little Tallapoosa River, about 50 
miles west of Atlanta, when she grabbed onto a 
homemade zip line. It snapped. 

The accident left her with a gash in her left 
calf that took 22 staples to close. 

Three days later, when the pain continued, a 
friend took her to an emergency room, where 
she was diagnosed with necrotizing fasciitis 
and flown to Augusta for surgery 

She had contracted the flesh-devouring 
Aeromonas hydrophila. The bacterium is “re- 
markably common in the water and in the en- 
vironment,” according to Dr. Buddy Creech, 
an assistant professor of pediatric infectious 
diseases at Vanderbilt University

Team USA will miss Bulls star— and 
his injury delays roster announcement

DALLAS Mike Krzyzewski loves Derrick 
Rose. He would have loved coaching him 
even more this summer. 

Of course, one fateful jump stop and a 
torn ACL preempted that from occurring 
as the Bulls guard entered a different kind 
of player pool in the ramp-up to the Lon- 
don Summer Olympics: Surefire members 
of Team USA eliminated from competition 
thanks to injury 

And the program’s coach and top execu- 
tive didn’t minimize what they’ll miss. 

“I love Derrick,” Krzyzewski said Mon- 
day at the Team USA media summit. “He 
helped us win a world championship in 
Istanbul. He’s our starting point guard. I 
thought he grew a lot from that experience. 
He’s somebody in the future I know will be 
a point guard for our Olympic team. 

“He’s a team player; no one pushes the 
ball down the court any quicker than he 
does. He can be an outstanding defensive 
player. Our hearts go out to him. It was a 
big loss for our team.” 

Indeed, as USA Basketball chairman 


Jerry Colangelo pointed out, Rose was a 
prime example of following the select team 
path— younger players chosen to practice 
against the Team USA veterans, who even- 
tually can slide into primary roles within the 
program. 

“That’s part of our pipeline,” Colangelo 
said. ‘And here’s the results of that team and 
what happened: Derrick Rose after winning 
the world championship became the MVP. 
Kevin Durant was the leading scorer in the 
league. [Russell] Westbrook and Durant 
and [Kevin] Love made the All-Star team. 

“Tyson Chandler had a career year, and 
on and on. No injuries. They were ready 
for their NBA seasons and had outstanding 
years. So it’s a sad thing for Derrick. Hope- 
fully it’s only a bump.” 

Rose’s injury, in fact, was part of the rea- 
son USA Basketball received an extension 
to settle on a roster. That ACL tear plus 
injuries to the Hkes of Orlando’s Dwight 
Howard provoked the need for more evalu- 
ation time, and the crew sent to London 
now will become official July 7 instead of 
June 18.

Bulls forward Taj Gibson reportedly 
has been named to the U.S. select 
team, which works out with and 
scrimmages against finalists for the 
U.S. national team vying to compete 
in the London Olympics.

Tenacious D aims to revive 
hard rock with ‘Fenix’

To hear Tenacious D tell it, hard rock music 
is dead and they plan to resurrect it. That’s no 
joke. 

The comedy-rock duo, formed i8 years ago 
by actors Jack Black and Kyle Gass, drop their 
third album, “Rize of the Fenix,” on Tuesday 
aiming to save what they see as a dying musi- 
cal genre. 

Six years after their last album, “The Pick of 
Destiny” they claim to be bringing back “the 
majesty and the genius” of hard rock while ex- 
ploring deeper, darker themes on their album. 
And despite what they see as a bias against 
their music by some critics because they mix 
satirical comedy with song, they are complete- 
ly serious about their newest endeavor. 

“Thank God for The D, riding in on their 
white stallions to rescue rock and roll,” Black 
said. “What killed it? Was it Axl Rose in the 


drall 


library with a 
wrench, or was it 
Lady Gaga in the 
pantry with the 
pliers? We don’t 
know but we’ll 
figure it out.” 

The title track, 

“Rize of the Fe- 
nix” is a rousing 
country rock- 
themed ode to the band’s attempt to “rise 
again” that expresses Tenacious D’s desire for a 
chart-topping song, while Black’s favorite, “Se- 
norita,” is a Mariachi-style tale of a damsel in 
distress named Conchita. 

“We’ve dug deep for a lot of the jams, such 
as ‘Throw Down,’ our major anti-organized re- 
ligion song, and ‘Senorita,’ a story about a man 
who falls in love with a woman who can’t let go 
of her abusive relationship. It doesn’t sound 
funny ... we’re exploring some deeper, darker 
material,” Black said. 


But there is comedy After all, what would 
Tenacious D be without a sense of humor? The 
songs are divided up by skits such as “Flutes 
and Trombones,” which features Black and 
Gass getting into a fight over instruments, 
while “Classical Teacher” sees Gass getting 
classical guitar lessons. 

Still, Black and Gass say they have serious 
ambitions to crack the mainstream music mar- 
ket, and they have sought advice from Dave 
Grohl of the Foo Fighters on how to write a hit 
song. 

“I’ve always wanted to have one of those hits 
on the radio, but we haven’t really been able to 
crack that code,” Gass said. “I think we’re try- 
ing this time a lot.” 

Black is adamant their third album is “in all 
seriousness, better than any album out there 
right now.” 

“In a hundred years’ time, no one will re- 
member Gotye or the rest, but the shining bea- 
con of The D— they’re going to start religions 
after us.”
